2, There are, however, two issues which, subsequent to the paper, have been 
raised and would merit discussion at your Staff Meeting Tuesday: 


a. Should the JiI8*e and any other publications which are similarly 
coordinated (lie's, SIC's, etc*) have some indication on the cover that 
they have been prepared In collaboration with the other agencies? 

Reco mme n da fcioa : That MIE's and other similarly coordinated publica- 
tions sho ul d have a notation on the outside as follows: "Prepared with 
the collaboration of the XAC»" The footnote on the frontis place which 
indicates the exact extent of concurrence or oonconcurrence should be 
continued* 

Comment : Representatives of other agencies have on occasion spoken 
adversely of the fact that no deference is paid at all to the consider- 
able contribution made by them in Motional Estimates as far as the cover 
is concerned. It would seem politically wise, in addition to being a 
recognition of fact, to make such a gesture.
